Introductions  are  in  order  here.  I  am  Mollis  Lowery,  the 
new  General  Manager  of  KPFK.  Thank  you  for  the  oppor- 
tunity, support  and  priviledge.  I  look  forward  to  working 
with  and  for  you  in  creating  a  thriving,  responsive  commu- 
nity radio  station. 

July  began  a  new  era  for  KPFK  ....  hopefully  bringing 
with  it  the  best  of  KPFK's  25  year  history  and  moving  us 
on  to  greater  vistas  and  challenges.  You  have  heard  the 
words  "financial  crisis"  from  us  a  lot— most  certainly  in  the 
last  month.  We  are  still  in  it  and  will  be,  until  some  of  the 
changes  we  are  making  begin  to  take  effect.  I  want  to  take 
time  in  this  report  to  let  you  know  where  we  are  going. 

KPFK  has  been  operating  beyond  its  means  financially. 
Valiant  efforts  and  personal  sacrifices  have  been  made  to 
continue  our  operation  despite  increasing  debts  and  dimin- 
ishing revenues.  The  purchase  of  a  new  transmitter  and 
telephone  system,  turning  over  loans  and  developing  new 
subscription/renewal  systems  were  all  attempts  to  improve 

the  financial  situation.  They  may someday. 

To  date,  we     are  experiencing  mostly  increased  complica- 
tions and  financial  stress. 

Improving  KPFK's  situation  will  take  considerable 
courage  and  consistent  follow-through.  We  must  increase 
our  funding  and  subscriber  level  and  cut-back  our  budget 
where  we  can. 

In  the  next  several  weeks,  we  will  be  developing  major 
donor  sources,  improving  our  subscription  system,  retiring 
debts,  improving  and  stimulationg  our  on-air  funding  drives, 
putting  KPFK's  community  events  back  into  action  (Watch 
for  this  year's  Winter  Fair  and  25th  anniversary  celebration 
in  December!)  and  prioritizing  staff  development  and 
program  evaluation. 

Budget  cut-backs  will  involve  staff  lay-offs  in  August. 
But  the  restructuring  and  consolidating  of  positions  and 
departments  will,  we  hope,  off-set  this  loss.  Obviously,  we 
have  modified  the  Folio— a  change  that  is  saving  us  over 
S700/month.  I  hope  you  will  be  patient  with  us  as  we  move 
into  and  through  this  transition.  It  will  take  the  station  at 
least  nine  months  to  stabilize.  These  could  be  the  most 
important  months  of  our  KPFK  lives.  We  look  forward  to 
growth  and  new  radio  adventure  with  you.

At  the  Mike 
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Memorium: 
"^Gera  Golden 


On  the  night  of  May  10,1984,  Gera  Golden  was  injured  in  a  col- 
lision with  a  drunken  driver.  She  died  within  a  few  days  of  the  acci- 
dent. 

Gera,  known  as  Sarah  Mardell  to  KPFK  listeners,  was  co-producer 
(along  with  Michel  Bogopolsky)  of  Middle  East  in  Focus,  a  distin- 
guished program  devoted  to  social  and  political  issues  of  the  Middle 
East. 

Those  of  us  who  knew  her,  still  reel  in  shock  at  this  tragic  and  un- 
timely loss. 

Gera  was  a  special  gift  to  the  world;  someone  with  multiple  talents 
in  areas  such  as  music,  sculpture,  set  design,  writing  and  directing.  But 
what  was  even  more  remarkable  about  Gera  was  that  she  chose  to  re- 
fract her  expression  through  a  humanistic  prism.  Her  concern  was 
with  justice,  with  courage  and  truth  and  certainly  with  beauty  and 
joy.  Her  enthusiam  burned  bright,  reminiscent  of  the  child  who  be- 
grudges time  wasted  sleeping  because  "there's  so  much  to  do." 

Gera  was  a  dreamer  with  dreams  that  knew  no  boundaries;  beau- 
tiful winged  creatures  soaring  the  heights  in  search  of  fulfillment, 
bearing  elements  of  ritual,  magic  and  mystery.  One  of  her  dreams,  the 
Crystal  Circus,  a  multi-media  creation  encompassing  the  full  spectrum 
of  her  spirit,  remains  as  an  incomplete  wonder-work  in  progress;  a 
monument  to  herland  humanity's)  highest  aspirations  and  perhaps  her 
greatest  inspirational  gift  to  those  of  us  who  once  played  with  her. 

The  crisis  of  her  loss  brought  together  a  colorful  tapestry  of  people 
from  her  life.  Her  memorial  service  filled  a  Jewish  temple  with  music, 
song  and  prayer{some  of  it  Arabic);  a  collage  of  images  and  experi- 
ences recreating  the  dance  that  was  her  life  and  relationships. 

Gera  was  youthful  wonder  and  innocence.  But  the  irrationality, 
deceit  and  brutality  of  the  world  did  not  escape  her. 

As  a  Jew,  she  felt  a  special  responsibiltity  to  be  sensitive  to  the 
plight  of  all  factions  in  the  middle  East  and  to  rise  above  righteous- 
ness, vindictiveness  and  victimization.  Gera  and  Michel  aggressively  u- 
tilized  i\/liddle  East  in  Focus  to  enlighten  and  inform  their  listeners  on 
a  level  that  the  mass  media  rarely,  if  ever  achieves.  And  they  often  did 
so  in  the  face  of  resistance  and  criticism  borne  by  unpopular  posi- 
tions. 

Gera  Golden's  spirit  lives  on  in  a  flame  of  inspiration,  love  and  car- 
ing, carried  by  those  of  us  she  touched  during  her  magical  and  daring 
pilgrimage  on  earth.
